Or, Fuess retired in 1948, after 
serving Phillips Academy as its 
headmaster for 15 years and a 
member of its faculty since 1908, 
He began his career at Phillips 
as an instructor of English and 
editor of the Phillips Bulletin, In 

1928, he became Elizabeth Mil- 
bank Anderson Foundation profes- 
sor of English, and in 1933, he 
was named headmaster, 

From 1954 to 1955, he was 
Lowell Institute lecturer, He was 
a member of the Massachusetts 
Commission on the Aging, White 
House Conference on Education and 
the Civil War Centennial Com- 
mission, 

Best known locally, perhaps, as 
an educator at Phillips Academy, 
Dr, Fuess also held equal distinc- 
tion as an author, He wrote the 
history of Andover *‘Andover, Evo- 
jution of a Town’’, the biography 
of Calvin Coolidge, Caleb Cushing, 
Rufus Choate, Daniel Webster and 
Car] Schurz, 

As official historian of Phillips 
Academy, he wrote ‘*An Old New 
England School, Phillips Aca- 
demy”, ‘‘Andover in the Great 
War"’ and ‘Men of Andover**, For 
many years he served as editor of 
the School’s Bulletin.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHT 


First Decision 


School population statistics — showing increases 
throughout the system — point towards expansion of the 
town’s schools, with considerable finality. 

As nearly as anyone can foresee, there will be no end 
to the annual increase in enrollments; the number of new 
students actually exceeds predictions, rather than de- 
creasing. 

Both the senior and junior high schools are in space 
trouble — too many students for the available class- 
rooms. 

The solution proposed by the School Committee is to 
build a new high school, with a 1,500 capacity, and con- 
vert the present high school to junior high use. There 
would then be two junior high buildings, with part of the 
present structure housing some elementary grades if 
necessary. 

State law requires that the town furnish schools for 
education; we can not avoid that responsibility. Going on 
a double-session basis is not an answer; it’s a stop-gap 
until something else can be done. 

The cost of the new high school, pegged at ‘‘slightly 
over’’ four million dollars, is naturally debatable. The 
program to be offered, and the number of potential 
students, sets the pattern. Whether or not swimming pools 
are built in the structure, or whether a full 1,500 audi- 
torium is built, at some added cost of course, is not the 
question now. 

The immediate requirement is recognition that a new 
senior high school is needed. Once this commitment is 
made in our minds, the debate over what goes into the 
building can be carnied on more intelligently. 


Key To Future 


In another editorial this week, we comment that the 
evidence points towards the growth of our school system, 
via the construction of a new high school. 

Now we pose the question: 

How can it be paid for, without dangerously increasing 
the tax rate? 

Many, perhaps, think this is an insoluble query. They 
tend to the theory that nothing can be done, except to 
continue increasing taxes rapidly, and this they do not 
want. 

There is, however, one potential solution — industrial 
growth that can increase our assessed valuation and thus 
reduce the amount of tax increase each year. 

Many hundreds of words have been written, and 
thousands have been spoken, on this subject. Most of the 
verbiage has been for industrial development, rather than 
against it. But there it has stopped. 

Some persons blame ‘‘officialdom’’ for discouraging the 
few proposals that have been made in this direction; 
others, when industry comes near their own neighborhood, 
change the direction of their own thinking and help dis- 
courage that growth, or kill zoning that would allow it. 

It is our contention, however, that a sincere effort must 
be made to attract industry into this community; this re- 
quires the wholehearted support of all parts of the town 
government, and of the population throughout the town. 

No longer can we just talk about the theory of industrial 
growth — it is a necessity to get into the subject ina 
practical way, in a way that will bring results, not just 
more talk. 


Make It Stick 


The Selectmen have used wise judgment in voting to 
seal off Lovejoy rd., from 8:15 to 8:45 a.m., from ‘Lowell 
st. to the Sanborn School. 

This will help protect the very young children walking 
to the School, without the advantage of sidewalks, and on 
a very narrow street. 

The full cooperation of residents on Lovejoy rd. and 
streets leading into it, and of the teaching staff at the 
School, will be needed.
